AFGHANISTAN. 
MOVING ON THE WORKS. 

Kayser Pass, Thursday afternoon, Nov. 21. 
—At daybreak this morning Gen. Brown stood 
on a little beyond Jumrood, watching the march 
to the front. A picket of the enemy’s cavalry 
was visible on the tops of Shagai Ridge, beyond 
the range. The advance guard marched briskly 
on, and presentiy crested a height, whence, at 
10 o’clock, a skirmishing fre was opened on the 
enemy’s pickets, The latter retired after a de- 
sultory reply. Our force, pressing on, and oc- 
casionally firing, reached Shagai Ridge, whenve 
the fort of Ali Musjid is clearly visible. 

THE FIRST SPELL. 

At noob Ali Musjid fired the,first shell, which 
burst in the air. The gecond shell was well 
aimed, and flew over the flagstaff on Shagui 
Ridge, and fell without bursting veyond. A 
long halt was necessary to allow our heavy bat- 
tery to come up, and the juterval was utilized 
by the horse artillery in placing guns on the 
neigbt to our right. wrd Ali Musjid replied, 
and the firing became somewhat brisk. Mean- 
while, 

FIRING WAS HEARD 3 
to the left of Fort Ali Musjid, aud some persons 
conjectured that it was McPherson’s turuing 
movement on our rigut coming into operation, 
but the Afghans about Fort Ali Musjid held 
their ground, although thus apparently threat- 
ened on the flank and front. Our horse-artillery 


fire was fairly served. The Afghans replie?” 


with spirit from Fort Ali Musjid at first, but 
afterwards slackly. 
THE HEAVY GUNS. 

At 1 in the afternoon the forty-pounders 
reached the scene, also Magenaiss’ nine-pound- 
ers. The horse-guns then moved off the ridge 
and gave place to the nine-pounder battery, 
while the forty pounders played against 
the right of the Afghan positfon. The 
Afghan guns slowly but steadily replied, mak- 
ing goud practice, especially from their seven- 
pounders in the central bastion. 

THE INFANTRY ADVANCE. 

About 2 o’clock two forty-pounder shells 
crushed into the central bastion and crumbled 
a great portion of it, apparently dismounting 
the gun which had been so stubborn. Soon 
after 2 0’clock the infantry advanced briskly. 
The Fourth Brigade took the left slopes of the 
valley, pressing on through the rocks towards 
Fort Ali Musjid, while the Tbird Brigade took 
the richt side. When at last the rocky ridge 
on the left slope was crossed, a rocky plateau 
followed nearly up to the foot of Ali Mus id 
rock. The skirmishers pushed on steadily, 
firing briskly, and evoking sharp reply from the 
enemy, who were studding the rock-strewn 
slopes. Meanwhile, Manderson’s battery, mov- 
ing on along the bed of the stream, had come 
into action. The four guns of the enemy, pre- 
viously silenced, came again into action, and the 
enemy developed other guns in new places. 

OPERATIONS SUSPENDED. 

In view oi the expected co-operation from the 
two brigades dispatched on the turning move- 
ment, and the sun setting while as vet much had 
to be done, operations were reluctantly sus- 
pended till to-morrow, precautions being taken 
to protect our position, and the troops bivou- 
acking where they stood. On our left the 
Third Brigade had gained a position very close 
to the right flank of Ali Musjid, and, indeed, 
they were almost within storming distance. 

THE FORT ABANDONED. 

Lonpon, Nov. 22—1 p. m.—A dispatch from 
Jumrood, dated this morning, says: Tue 
Afghans abandoned Fort All Musjid in the 
course of the night, Gen. Tyler’s brigade hay- 
ing occupied a defile in their rear. We took 
possession this morning without firing a shot, 
and dispositions for our advancing are now 
being made.“ 

AN ADVANCED DETACHMENT 
of the Third Brigade moved forward until they 
found themselves confronted by successive lines 
of intrenchments. At dusk, when retiring, in 
accordance with orders, they were scverely 
handied. Maj. Birch, who commanded, and 
Lieut. Fitzgerald were killed, and a Lieutenant 
and over twenty Sepoys and four artillerymen 
wounded.

THE BERLIN TREATY. 

Pesta, Nov. 22.—Count Andrassy, the Austro- 
Hungarian Premier, has intormed the Delega- 
tions that Prince Labanoff, the Russian Ambas- 
sador at Constantinople, declared to the Porte 
that East Roumelia would only be evacuated 
three months after the Porte signed the treaty 
replacing the Treaty of San Stefano. Austria's 
views being asked by several Powers, she de- 
clared that the treaty was a Russo-Turkish af- 
‘fair, but that the postponement of the evacua- 
jon of East Roumelia was contrary to the 
Treaty of Berlin. Russia admitted this view, 
and disavowed Prince Labanoff’s declaration. 
Russia has since emphasized her wish to con- 
scientiously execute the Treaty of Berlin, only 
demanding that the Porte shall do likewise. 
The expectation that the Porte will do so is 
justified by the benefits she derives from the

CASUALTIES. 
THE SULLIVAN EXPLOSION. 
Seca Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Vincennes, Iod., Nov.'22.—Your correspond- 
ent left the scene of the coal- mine explosion at 
Sullivan at 4 o'clock this afternoon. Every 
body had been recovered, the last one being 
found at 1 o’ciock this afternoon, and all the 
miners in the shaft accounted for. The last 
body found was that of Patrick Dunn, in the 
most remote chamber, on the bottom of the 
mine, on bis knees, with baude clasped. He 
hed died when praying to Heaven and asking 
God to receive his soul. The mournivge and 
lamentations of the friends and relatites of the 
deceased men were heard in all parts of Sullivan 
to-day. Your correspondent went into the 
house where the two Handfords and the brother- 
in-law were laid out, put the scene 
of grief and sorrow manifested by 
the wives and children of the poor men 
was so intense and agonizing that even the 
stoicism of a reporter? gave way, and the writer 
was forced to flee incontinently to save himself 
from shedding tears. The number of men in 
the mine was twenty-seven. Eicht were killed 
outright aod two badly hurt; but the physicians 
predict to-day that both will recover. They are 
providea with every comfort that good-will and 
kiodness can suggest. John Handford, senior 
member of the firm of Handfords, composed 
of five brothers, an totelligent Enelishman, 
made the following statement to me m regard

THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 


Action of the National Association. 
RicumonD, Va., Nov. 22.—At to-day’s session 
of the Public Health Association it was decided 
to hold the next meeting at Nashville. The 
following officers were elected for the ensuing 
year: President, Prof. J. L. Cabel, University 
of Virginia; First Vice-President, Surgeon J. 8.

A resclution was adopted appointing a Com- 
mittee of Five to urge upon Congress the im- 
mediate publication of a catalogue of the med- 
ical and sanitary lidrary now under the direc- 
tion of Surgeou-General Woodworth. 

The Committee on Resolutions reported that 
it deems it inexpedient and unwise to commit 
the Assoviation at this period to public agita- 
tion of kindred topics to any definite form of 
organization of the public-health service. The 
Committee thinks the objects sought can best 
be attained by the appointment of a suitable 
Committee on Legisiation by the Association, 
which shall be empowered to secure the legisla- 
tion necessary to the organization of adequate 
public healtu service connected with the General 
Government. The Committee suggested that 
in the organization of tae Legislative Commit- 
tee cach State represented in the Association 
should have a member, and that the emef medi- 
cal officer of the Army and Navy Marine Hospi- 
tal Service, and of the Commissioner of Educa- 
tion, ot such officer in their respective services 
as they may desigaate, shall be members, to- 
gether with the President of this Association. 

The report was adopted. 

The Committee on Resolutions also reported 
resolutions, which were adopted, that in the 
best judgment of this Association it 
is the duty af every State to 
establish and )=6 adequately maintain an 
efficient State Board of Health, and. to as 
great an extent as practicable contribute to the 
protection of the public bealth within its own 
commonwealth, and to that of the whole coun- 
try; that the powers and duties uf State Boards 
of Health should be so well defived by law, and 
so fully provided for in the polity of the State 
administration, that the sanitary interests and 
protection of all places in the State shall be in- 
sure, 

The discussion on yellow fever, its origin, 
portability, contagious aud infectious character, 
modes of preventing, etc., was then continucd. 

A resolution was adopted recommending that 
the statements of certain specified facts relating 
to the heaith of the people be collected in the 
coming census. 

The following Committee was appointed to 
collect data upon which to base an appeal to the 
medical profession in the United States for 
funds for the relief of the widows and orphaus 
of physicians who died while serving in tbe 
epidemic: Dr. Charles N. Hewitt, Red Wing.

carrying out such investizations. 

ta- That it is the duty of the General Govern- 
ment to invite foreign nations to co-operate with 
it in the establishment of uniform and effective 
international quarantine regulations. 

Sizth—That, whatever may be the permanent 
value of quarantine, there is no doubt of the im- 
222 and value of internal sanitary measures 

the prevention or modification of epidemic yel- 
low fever, and that this Association strongly urges 
upon the state and municipal authorities the great 
responsibility which rests upon them on this ac- 
count at times when no disease is prevaient or 
threatening.

CHESTERTOWN MASSACRE, 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

PuILAwELPuia, Pa., Nov. 22.-—A Times re- 
porter at Townsend, Del., telegraphs: James 
Jones, the victim of the extraordinary crime, 
remains at the house of the colored man at 
whose door, bleeding and dying, he knocked at 
mianigut of Tuesday. Jones’ story, in de- 
tail, is perhaps the most remarkable 
contribution to the literature of crime that the 

last decade has furnished. and, were it not for 
the two bullet- wounds in his head and the sound 
of pistol-shots that were heard by the people 
living near the spot where the deed was com- 
mitted, it could searcely be credited. But 
circumstances knit up a wondrous skein 
of confirmation, and Jones, who understands 
and appreciates what an oath implies, makes 
solemn affidavit to his tale. Justice James C. 
Wilson took his deposition on Wednesday, and, 
since then, has visited bim twice to hear the 
story over, to ascertain whether it varied in ma- 
terial facts. To-day I stood with the Justice 
at the side of the bed, and, with a copy of the 
deposition in my hand, noted bow the story by 
the prostrate man confirmed in fact, though 
varied in order of statement, with what be first 
related. His story, told in the earnest dialect 
vf the uneducated of his race, runs thus: 

Mas'r Wilson, sah, I can't remember the time 
when the daughters of Mrs. Dodson had the babies 
I buried in a swamp back of the house of Mrs. Dod- 
eon. Last spring was a year ago when the oldest 
young jad, (now Mrs, Prettyman, of Philadelphia) 
came to me in the field with a baby that was dead. 
It was born at ite time, and was wrapped in 
an apron. She told me to dury it and say 
nothing about it. I took the baby and buried it in 
a swamp back of the house, and they told me never 
to tell the baby was tue child of Miss Dodson. 
They said they would pay mie well, and they gave 
me $500. Mas er Vincent was the father of that 
child, and Miss Elanor was the mother. Last fall 
another baby, with pothing it—no 
clothes nor nothing else—was brought 
to me, and I varied it in the swamp. 
Mas’r Vincent he give me 4 pistoi and a razor for 
doing that, and then be came and took them away 
from me. Well, 1 never said anything about it 
until Sunday night, when I told a colored lady on 
the Dodson place, and she told people. On Tues- 
day Masr Dodson—that’s the husband of the 
young ladies mother—took me down to 
the swamp to show him where the babies 
was buried. One of them 1 aid not put 
very deep, and the hogs had done rooted it up and 
eatit. But ‘fore that, on Monday night. Mas'rs 
Vincent and Neweumb they locked me up in the 
smoke-house, and, on Tuesday, they tied me up to 
a fence and whipped me fearfui bad. Jones' back 
is all cut and bruised by the whip, which was evi- 
dently used with vigor, the cunts and wales 
crossing each otner like a network from the hips 
to the neck.] Tben, on Tuesday nigut. bout 7 
o'clock, they came to me and asked me, if they'd 
taxe me into Delaware, wouid I never come back’ 
No, no; let me go. Taey went away and came 
to the emoke-house again, and tied my hands, and 
put a rope round my heck, and dragged me out, 
kicking me. There was a carriage there with 
two horses. They put me into it, and then 
Mrs. Dooson got on the front seat, and Mas'r New- 
cum) he got on long side of her, and Mas’r Vin- 
cent he sot beside me. Then they drove along, 
and long and lone, and, after awhile, Mrs. Dod- 
bon, she says, as we was going through the woods. 
‘*This is a good plate. Let's stop and do 
it here.” But they did not stop, 
and, after awhile, avout 11 o'clock, I 
reckon, they stopped in the woods. Mrs. Dodson 
she took the lines, and Mas're Vincent and New- 
comb they dragged me out, and Mas’r Billy [Visa- 
cent] he eaid: Make up your mind to die.” 
**Marse Billy,” I said. vou promised me if I 
came to Delaware, and never come back no mo’, 
you'd let me go. No, says he, were goin’ to 
kitl you.” ‘then he stood a minute and said: 
No. I'll do as the madam says. She heard bim, 
and she says: Kill nim! kill him! Make a clean 
job of iim. I tried to holler, and they pulled the 
rope tight, and both of them pulled out pistols and 
fired. heard four shots and fell down, and that 
is all 1 know. 

The poor fellow was so exhausted with his 
narration that it was evidently cruel to press 
his further, and I turned away to seek the spot 
where the bloody work had been done. Caulk 
lives in an old log house ina great tract of 
marshy laud covered over with cranberry vines, 
with patches of higher ground here and 
there, where there are stunted water oaks. The 
road that leads through this desolate country is 
not frequented, The bouses are far apart, and, 
within a radius of two miles, there are but three 
families. Where the carriage stopped a cluster 
of oaks with beavy underbrush present an al- 
most impassable barrier to travel, except on 
foot to either side. The carriage-tracks, 
discernible yet, despite the heavy rain, 
show that the horses were drawn up 
in the road, and from tbere the two meu car- 
ried their victim about ten yards into the thick- 
et, where the shots were fired. There are 
marks of a struggie and a few drops of blood. 
Aiter Jones had fallen down the men 

into the carriage and turned 
towards Chestertow pb. I bea, 
stopping, they returned to the man and dragged 
him across the road and called to him, but he 
made no reply, for fear that they would return 
and complete their work, for he was not sense- 
less, he thinks, After a Lew minutes, when they 
had goue, he got up and went to the 
house of Jacob Vandyke, a white man living not 
far away, aud called ior help, saying he was shot 
and dying, but Vandyke. with an inbumanity 
tuat deserves strong reprobation, bade him be 
gone aud seek shelter amid the peuple of his own 
color. Ihe poor wretch dragged himself then tothe 
house of fa colored man some distance off, 
whose name 1s Andrew Caulk, and who turns 
out to be Jones“ brother-in-law. Constable 
Truman Rose, haviug obtained a requisition 
from Gov. Cochran, has gone to Annapolis 
to see Gov. Carroll, and the men, Vin- 
cent and Newcomb, are expected to be 
brought here to-worrew, or on Monday at the 
farthest. Caulk, the colored man who gave 
Jones shelter, says he heard the shots, and 
didn’t know what they were. He heard seven 
shots about 11 o’viock, and it was after 12 when 
Jones came to the door. 

Mr. Dodson, the father of .the girls in the de- 
fense of whose good name the murder of 
James Jones was attempted, is a well-to-do 
farmer of good social position. The 
daughters are Mrs. William Prettyman, 
now of Philadelphia, and Dora Dod- 
son, as yet unmarried. Mrs. Prettyman 
is good-looking ; Miss Dodson is not. Mr. Dod- 
son says: “1 went on Tuesday morning to call 
Jones to come to work. He was not in bed, 
and then 1 told my wife, and she 
told me of the stories. that had been 
circulated about Dora and Alice. It was 
the first I bad heard of them. 1 went to Ches- 
tertown and hunted Jones up, and he tuld me 
that he butied two habies, one that was Alice’s 
and one tuat was Dora’s. I told him to show 
ine the place, and he did, and got a spade to dig 
up the ground. No bones were found, and 
then Jones said it was not 60, and he had lied.

EXECUTION. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Kxox vnn, Tenn., Nov. 22.—Stephen Grif- 
fey wus executed at Newport this afternoon. 
The story of the crime is as follows: In Cooke 
County lived Mr. Clark, bis wife, and two cbil- 
dren, a bay and girl, the former being 8 years 
of age, and the latter 10. On the morning of 
the 22d of february, 1877, the children had to 
go to a grocery, of which John Carr was pro- 
prietor. Upon reaching it, they found, among 
other persons, ayoung man named Griffey, whose 
Christian name was Stephen, but who was fa- 
miliarly known as Gus.“ Griffey was under 
the influence of intoxicating liquor, and had in 
his possession a bottle containing about a 
quart of whisky. Making a mark 
on the bottles, he told the Clark children that 
if they did not drink down to it he would cut 
their throats, Being frightened by his threat, 
the juveniles consumed the strong drink, after 
which they went away, accompanied by Griffey. 
After proceediug a short distance, Griffey told 
them that he had “treed” a rabbit. The boy 
started toward him, apd was told by Griffey that 
if he did not go away he wonld cut his throat. 
Going still further on the road, Griffey again 
informed the two that he bad “treed ”’ another 
rabbit. The girl, whose name is Evaline, went 
up tothe spot where Griffey was standing, 
and was followed by ber brother, who was 
told by Griffey that if he came near bim he 
would be killed. The ruffian then seized 
Evaline, threw her down on a Jog, and violated 
her person, using a knife to assist in aecom- 
plishing his purpose. A cut one inch in jeugth 
and one and one-half inches in depth was in- 
flicted upon the poor girl, who strove with her 
inferior strength to prevent the perpetration of 
the horrible crime, but unsuccessfully. Upon 
being released by the infamous scoundrel, Eva- 
line walked on, accompanied by her brother and 
Griffey. The latter commanded her to say that 
she had fallen and snagged herselt if any per- 
son asked her what was the matter with her. 


Reaching a fence in the course of her journey, 
the girl attempted to climb over it, but was so 
much exhausted by the outrage that she fell to 
the ground and was unable to arise. After 
threatening her with death if she revealed 
the crime of which he had been guilty, 
Griffey left her. Mrs. Penland found the girl, 
and removed her to the residence of Junetta 
Black, where she was examined by Dr. Lee. 
Grilley went to Anderson Varner, and told bim 
that he had bad a difficulty with a man 
named Hall, had broken down the door 
of his house, and cxpected he would 
have to leave the State on account of it. 
Griffey was arrested,and,being arraigned before 
Judge James G. Rose, was tried, convicted, and 
sentenced to be hanged on the 8th day of 
January, 1878. The counsel for the doomed 
man, the Hon. James M. Meek, a distinguished 
lawver of Newmarket, Jefferson County, en- 
tered a motion for a new trial, which was over- 
ruled. Au appeal was taken to the Supreme 
Court, aud at the September term the Supreme 
Court, sitting at Kuorxville, aflirmed the 
decision of the lower court, and Judge 
Robert McFarland sentenced Griffey to 
be executed withiu one mile of 
Newport, Cooke County, on the 22d day of No- 
vember, 1878.. The doomed man is a rough 
specimen of humanity, and quite young, being 
about 29 or 23 years of age. When the sentence 
of death was passed upon him by the Supreme 
Court he manifested a total indifference in re- 
gard to his fate, and, when spoken to in regard 
to preparing for his untimely end, he indulged in 
violent swearing, and would not listen to what 
was said to him by Christians. However, 
as the aay of his doom approacned, 
he became more quiet, aud two weeks 
ago he professed religion and was baptized. 
Even while apparently sorry tor his misdeeds, 
he seemed to utteriv fail. to realize that be had 
committed a most henious crime, one for which 
he richly deserved an igniminious death. A few 
days ago he prepared the appended statement: 

This is a true statement of my feelings regarding 
Mr. Clark, the prosecutor lu my case (father of 
Eva Clark, on whom the outrage is said to have 
been committed). About nine years ago Clark and 
my father had a difficulty, with which I had noth- 
ing todo whatever. Some time previous to this I 
had some stuck at bome, and Clark began to kill 
my hogs, which 1 thought was on account of the 

be eae between him and my father. The first ill- 

eeling Between me and Clark. I went to see nim, 
and, after talking to bim, he seemed to be mad at 
me, and went so far as tosay he would work some 
way to get me outof the country.

After this I could hear of his 
threais through the country, but we passed and re- 
passed friendly until my father moved away from 
there. About two years after this I went back. 
and could hear it through the neighbors that he and 
his wife had some dichculty regarding somothing 
she had said about me. never said anything 
about it on account of the misunderstanding be- 
tween Clark and myself. We had no other drfficul 
ty until tow occurred. I was aware that he had 
tareatened my life, but never once thought 
that he would fali upon this method of 
revenge. So far as the charge of which 
Iam convicted is concerned, Iam innocent, and 1 
forgive Witnesses for swearing lies against me, if 
God will, As it is believed in Cocke County that I 
burned the church knowa as Bibb's Chapel, and the 
dwelling-bouse of Mr. J. Self, allow me to say that 
I know nothing about it. It is true that I was go- 
ing to school. and was expelled at the time the 
church was burned, but as for knowing anything 
about it, or having any hand init, lam innocent 
of that.

other charges, for I am already convicted, but 
make this statement to let the people ow 
tue truth in regard to my life and the charges 
alleged against me here, of which Iam innocent, 
as we will all know at the great day of judgment, 
which I hope Iwill be ready to meet.

all for the better. I hope my parents may never 
be upbraided for my crimes, My counsei as well 
as the witnesses are to blame for my conviction. | 
hope no one will ever meet a similar sad fate ig my 
prayer.

INVENTION BY ACCIDENT. 


Mr. Edison Improves His Electric Burner by 
Dropping a Screw-Driver on It- What He 
Thinks of the Permanent Magnet Motor— 
Inclined to Be Ineredulous. 

New York World. 

Edison has an embarrassment of riches, . Yés- 
terday he said to a reporter for the World: I 
don’t know when I am going to stop making 
improvements on the electric light. I’ve just 
got another one that I found by accident. I 
was experimenting with one of my burners when 
I dropped a screw-driver on to it. Instantly the 
light was almost doubled, and continued to 
burn with the increased power. I examined 
the burner and found it had been knocked out 
of shape. I restored it to its original form, and 
the light was decreased. Now, I make all 
my burners in the form accidentally given 
to that one by the screw-driver. The result is 
that I ean produce the amount of light given 
out by the first burner with little more than 
half the power. It is almost impossible to cual- 
culate with certainty,” Mr. Edison continued, 
the resources of my light, but I have engaged 
a mathematician to work out the problem from 
my data. One thing that bas always bothered 
persons who have studied the electric light is 
the great expense attending the necessary ex- 
periments and the varied knowledge that the 
experimenter must possess. You have to know 
everything, excepting paleontology and things 
of that kind. Thea there's a point about my 
plan that bothers them all. For example, Prof. 
Barrett, of Dublin, sent a message to me asking 
if when one of the lighis was turned out the 
current that had supplied it would increase the 
brilhancy of the other lights. Ianswered ‘no;’ 
but they can’t understand it. ‘The fact is, that 
when a light is turned out its extinguishment 
immediately regulates the force of the current 
so that only enough is supplied to keep the 
other lamps burning.’’*

measure the amount of electricity supplied to 
each lamp.”’

The Czar of all the Russias has presented 
a sword to the Ameer of Cabul. There is 
nothing very remarkable about this simple 
act of international courtesy. Gen. Kur- 
MaNN, commander of the Russian forces in 
Central Asia, appears to have been deputed 
by the Russian Emperor to perform the 
principal office at the presentation, and the 
language used upon that occasion must tend 
to set the English people to thinking that 
if Gen. KAuruaxx's words were warranted by 
authority from St. Petersburg, the Afghan 
campaign must assume an importance 
which their Government has not 
heretofore given it. The speech, 
which is printed elsewhere, cannot but be 
considered asa formal declaration of sym- 
pathy, if not a determined purpose on the 
part of Russia to espouse the cause of the 
Afghans. Sach language, if used at any Euro- 
pean court under similar circumstances, would 
have but one interpretation, and that would 
be that Russia meant to form an alliance for 
offensive and defensive purposes. Perhaps 
the Russian representative may have over- 
stepped the bounds of prudence, or havo 
been overcome by the *‘ concomitants” at 
the time of the presentation. We shall soon 


see.

The Springfield Repudlican thinks there is 
nothing unfair in the proposition of the New 
York Clearing-House to treat silver dollars as 
bullion and accept them only as special de- 
posits, because it simply means to pay out 
silver to those who deposit silver. The un- 
fairness of the proposition consists in the 
intentional discrimination against the silver 
dollar as compared with the gold and green- 
back dollar. The New York banks say that 
after resumption they will make no distinc- 
tion between gold and greenbacks; they 
will take greenbacks on deposit and allow 
gold to be withdrawn, or vice versa. But the 
standard silver dollar occupies precisely the 
same position before the law as that oc- 
cupied by the gold dollar or the green- 
back dollar, and the New York banks say’ 
they will not recognize the intent and force 
of the law. Their unfairness reaches beyond 
any single deposit or any number of deposits, 
because they intend and hope to exclude 
silver from the commerce of the country in 
defiance of the law. ‘They set themselves 
up 4s a combination to defeat the will of the 
people. They say in effect that they are 
stronger than the mass of the people, and 
that they will not permit the silver dollar to 
be a factor in business, no matter what the 
mass of the people may demand. It may be 
that the organs of the money-lenders in New 
York and New England may gee nothing un- 
fair in this sort of proceeding, but the Amer- 
ican people will be quick to recognize and 
resent it. |

The New York Hvening Post is evidently 
ambitious to take the lead of the Eastern 
newspapers in the new effort to enforce the 
demonetization of the silver dollar in de- 
fiance of the popular will. Let Congress 
stop the coinage of silver,” demands this 
journal, or deprive it of the legal-tender 
quality; and let it repeal the amendment of 
the Resumption act which requites the 
Secretary of the Treasury to reissue green- 
backs after their redemption.”

Secretary Evants still had it in 
his power to counteract all the blundering 
that had gone before, for Congress 
left it to his discretion to pay 
over the award, or withhold it under pro- 
test and a demand for rehearing. There 
was a long and unaccountable delay in open- 
ing the with the British 
Government, but Mr. Evants finally pro- 
duced a convincing argument which left no 
doubt that the United States had been over- 
reached and the terms of the treaty violated. 
In order to complete the list of blunders, 
however, the Secretary of State began at the 
same time to buy exchange for the payment 
of the award, and the money went forward 
by the same steamer that carried the protest 
against the extortion. And now the money 
has been paid, that is the last of it. The 
Britishers will pocket it with a chuckle of 
satisfaction at getting even on the Geneva 
award; and anybody who supposes that a 
dollar of it will ever be paid back is in a 
condition of verdancy that should seek 
shelter from the nipping frosts of approach- 
ing winter. 

THE EXTREMES, GOLDITES AND FIATISTS. 

One of the Eastern organs of the gold 
clique has revived the statement that the sil- 
ver agitation led up to the flat folly. It 
would have been better if this, as well as a 
good many other statements inspired by the 
gold clique, had been omitted. It recalls the 
fact that it was the determiriition on the 
part of the money-lenders to force settle- 
ments upon an exclusive gold basis that en- 
couraged and developed the fierce opposition 
which took the other extreme of a fat basis. 
A disposition to overreach on one side is 
pretty sure to engender a disposition to un- 
derreach on the other side. The creditor 
class combined to compel their debtors to 
repay them in money of gréater value than 
that which was in the mind of either party 
at the time the contract was made. It was 
natural that the debtor class, or a large 
proportion thereof, should resist this com- 
bination by combining on their part to 
discharge their debts with a currency worth 
less than wasin the mind of either party at 
the time of the contract. Dishonesty is apt 
to breed dishonesty. It was the advantage 
sought by the Eastern money-lenders which 
suggested to the debtors to secure an advant- 
age for themselves. You have tried to 
swindlo us by making us pay from 25 to 50 
per cent more than we ever agreed to pay, 
even on a specie-basis ; we are justified now 
in the effort to save 50 per cent on the orig- 
inal indebtedness by debasing the currency.” 
This mode of retaliation is neither good logic 
nor good morals, but it is a very natural way 
of resenting an injury or an attempted 
swindle. 

It is not necessary now to discuss whether 
the original demonetization of the silver 
dollar in 1873 was procured fraudulently, 
surreptitiously, or accidentally. The subse- 
quent manner of repealing the act showed 
that the legislation was passed without 
the consent or knowledge of the 
people. But the gold clique revealed their 
animus in desperately resisting the repeal 
of the Demonetization act. They fought 
the effort of restoring the silver dollar at 
every step; they denounced the motives of 
all men who demanded this restoration ; 
they secured the President and the 
Cabinet; they threatened retaliation by re- 
fusing to lend money in the West; they 
confessed in a variety of ways that they had 
left no effort untried to coerce people by an 
unjust and hated law to liquidate their debts 
on an exclusive gold basis, and thereby re- 
pay more than they received and more than 
they had ever agreed to pay. This was held 

any people to be sufficient justification 
9 effort to postpone resumption indefi- 

ly, issue fat money in such quanti- 
ties as would cause it to depreciate indefi- 
nitely, and therewith discharge their debts. 
It was then that the most efficient workers 
for the remonetization of silver stepped in 
between the two sets of dishonest extremists 
and called a majority of the people back 
to honesty and reason, It was the 
silver men who contended thatthe restora- 
tion of the double standard would render re- 
sumption practicable without oppressing 
the debtors or defrauding the cred- 
itors. It was the silver men who carried 
the Western States against the new craze, 
and saved the country from the lasting dis- 
grace of repudiation. 

It is rank ingratitude, though . en- 
tirely characteristic, for the monty-lending 
class to assert now that the advocates of 
silver and the advocates of fiat money go 
hand in hand. It is foolhardy for these peo- 
ple to make a new attempt at forcing an ex- 
clusive gold standard, which is sure to en- 
courage the fiatists to new efforts. Is there 
an intelligent man in New York or Boston 
who has watched the public events of the 
last two years but will admit that, if the 
issue of the late election had been between 
an exclusive gold basis and an irredeemable 
currency, the resumptionists would have been 
defeated? If not, then why do the goldites 
invite another outbreak by assailing the very 
people who saved them? Why do they en- 
deavor to force the conservative silver men 
into the ranks of the fiatists? It is a crazy 
proceeding. The fact is that if there had 
been no concession to the goldites in the 
act of remonetization ; if provision had been 
made for free coinage and silver certificates ; 
if the addition by this means of $100,000,000 
or more of silver to the circulating medium 
of the country had arrested the fall of values 
and started the country on a new era of pros- 
perity and progress, the fiat party would 
not have received the formidable vote it ac- 
tually polled at the late election, but would 
have been lost to sight and of unsavory 
memory. The‘goldites and the {iatists have 
been the two opposite poles in his financial 
crisis which have threatened tle conserva- 
tive middle classes by coming zogether and 
crushing out the good sense teat has thus 
far kept them apart. 7 

The new outbreak on the 1 of the 
goldites is undoubtedly calculafed to arouse 
& new resentment and to keep breath of 
life in the rag-baby. But thg silver men 
may again save the gold class frm disorder 
and the fiat class from folly. e aims of 
both classes are about equally dishonest, and 
can never gain the approval of the mass of 
the American people. To give silver its old 
and true place in the American monetary 
system by providing free coinage and other- 
wise placing it on precisely the same footing 
with gold, will probably be the strongest 
barrier that can be erected against both the 
grasping goldites and the crazy. fiatists,

street store and the concentration of their 
business in their retail store up-town as sig- 
nificant of the decline of the jobbing trade 
of New York City and its transference to the 
West. The same authority redoguizes Chi- 
cago as the new centre of the jobbing trade 
of the country. The Meview understands 
the general decline of the jobbing trade of 
New York to be the real reason of the clos- 
ing of the old Chambers street store. It as- 
sumes that the firm finds it unprofitable to 
maintain a separate establishment for its 
wholesale trade. Tho Review remarks fur- 
ther, that the theory that the removal is 
made in connection with a general movement 
of the trade, or that any such move- 
ment will follow it, “is simply ridiculous.” 
It shows, on the contrary, that the old stand 
is better for the wholesale trade than the 
new. The Revew admits that the falling 
off of the jobbing trade of the Eastern 
metropolis is so strikingly apparent as to 
render longer denial of the fact absurd, and 
contents itself with the assumption that it 
will remain the great first-hands market of 
the country.” But the Revicw contends that 
the decline in the scale of importance, relative- 
ly to the other great houses, of the house 
of A. T. Stewarr & Co., is due to a loss 


of sagacity in the management. It says: 

There must, of course, always be a large jobbing 
trade done in this market with the dealers near by 
New York, in the Middle and Eastern States; but 
to mainialn a general jovbing trade here, in the 
face of the competition which at present exists for 
the piece-goods trade of the country. requires 
more mercantile sagacity than has thus far been 
manifes ed by the successors of tne sagacious mer- 
chant who, if he ever contemplated moving his 
wholesale business up-town, did not anticipate 
any such reasons for it as, we believe, really 
actuate its removal at this time. 


These views of an authority so high as 
that of the Jieview are entitled to great 
weight, not only as affecting the character of 
Mr. Stewart's successors in the management 
of the house, but as bearing upon the sub- 
ject of the decline of New York City as a 
fobbing-trade centre. They may be accept- 
ed as conclusive since they are based upon 
rational deductions from facts of the actual 
mercantile situation. Nor is it any more a 
certainty thatthe mantle of mercantile su- 
premacy has fallen from the shoulders of the 
merchants of New York than that it has de- 
scended upon the shoulders of the merchants 
of Chicago. In this age of iron, steam, and 
electricity the railway and the telegraph 
create centres of population and trade. In 
a late lecture the Rev. Josxrn Coon illustrat- 
ed the internal commerce of the country by 
the simile of the extended hand, the palm 
representing a vast territory, the fingers and 
thumb each resting upon a large city, and 
the wrist, with its network of muscles [ rail- 
ways] moving them all with its giant power, 
resting upon Chicago. Given, the greatest 
railway centre in the world, and, ultimately, 
there follows the greatest trade and popula- 
tion centre. And if it be true, as we believe, 
and as Jay Goud and other shrewd observ- 
ers predict, Chicago is destined to become 
the largest city in the country, and, if in the 
country, then ultimately in the world, New 
York must prepare to surrender its suprem- 
acy as the great first-hands market of 
the country for foreign and domestic goods.” 
That class of trade is as sure to follow the 
jobbing trade as the latter is to follow the 
tide of population and to concentrate at the 
new centres of production and consumption. 
New York clings closely, almost convulsively, 
to the import trade, but she is destined to 
lose a large share of it as surely as she has 
lost already the lion’s share of the export 
trade of the West. Western merchants are 
bound at no distant day to import direct 
and handle the great bulk of the foreign 
merchandise consumed in the West. 


A GIANT MONOPOLY. 

Petroleum ranks third among the great 
staples of this country; after grain and cot- 
ton, it is exported in greater quantity than 
any other American product. It is almost 
as inconceivable that any one corporation 
can control the petroleum trade of the world 
as it is that any combination could be formed 
for the control of the breadstuffs or cotton 
product. Yet this is said to be practically 
the case. The Standard Oil Company is 
the name of the corporation which is charged 
with a monopoly of the oil business, and its 
extortions and impositions have aroused a 
resentinent among the oil-producers of Penn- 
sylvania that threatens revolution unless the 
courts step in to break down the conspiracy 
which is alleged to enable that corporation 
to tyrannize over this enormous interest. 
The New York Sun recently dispatched a 
reporter into the oil regions to write up the 
history of this corporation and th» popular 
revolt against the monopoly it enjoys, and 
the following paragraph will give some idea 
of the huge dimensions of the concern : 


The Standard Oil combination, with which these 
producers are just beginning what promises to be 
the most desperate struggie between producers and 
capitalists that this country has ever seen, is in 
Splendid shape for a fight, and the producers know 
it. It represents forty millions of-wealth, and the 
almost absolute contre) of the oil-refining interests 
of the world. It pays royally for brains, and can 
call to its aid the best talent in the country. It 
controls the great trunk lines, and it pays dividends 
to its stockholders, as nearly as can be estimated, 
of a million dollars a month, perhaps more. 
hae controlled legislation, and Congressional com- 
mittees have bowed to it. It buvs 40,000 barrels 
of crude oi] a day, and its pipe lines and tank lines 
take all the crude oil produced to the various re- 
fineries, and the refined oil to the seaboard. By a 
simple * py dispatch it can throw thousands 
of men out Of employment. and it can draw its 
check for $1, 750, 000 in settlement of a suit with- 
out the appearance of disaster. It has made all its 
money in less than ten years, and made it in oil. 


This Titanic corporation was organized 
only about tweive years ago by a practical 
refiner and a bookkeeper, both obscure and 
poor men. ‘The refiner, Anprews by name, 
recently sold out his interest in the Company 
for $1,000,000, invested half of it in United 
States 4 per cents, aud went to Europe; the 
bookkeeper, RocxxrxrLxn by name, is still the 
President of the Company, and has a fortune 
of five millions. The Company began to 
enlarge its operations by buying in refineries, 
and soon became powerful enough to ex- 
terminate those that refused to combine with 
them on terms dictated by the Standard 
people. In 1872 it made its first at- 
tempt to control the entire oil prod- 
net of the country by means of certain 
railroad contracts said to have been procured 
through the efforts of Prerzn H. Warson, 
formerly President of the Erie Railroad. 
One morning the whole oil-producing region 
was shocked by the announcement that the 
railroads had combined and raised the rates 
on oil 100 per cent,—an increase that threat- 
ened ruin to the producers. It soon appear- 
ed that a combination under the name of the 
South Improvement Company (of which the 
Standard Oil y was the controlling 
spirit) had bought the right to sip all the 
oil, and was given the advantage of 40 cents 
@ barrel to Cleveland and Pittsburg, and 
$1.06 a barrel to New York, Philadelphia, 
and Boston. This Company enjoyed a re- 
bate to the same amount on all the oil shipped 
by any one else. The producers were forced 


: 


of this first failure to movopolize the trade, 
went on increasing its resources and power, 
evidently with the purpose of making an- 
other effort in the same direction. The cor- 
poration became possessed of the absolute 
control of the fefining business as well as of 
the “ United Pipe Line,” which is the only 
means the oil-producers have of getting their 
product to the railroads; built and run all 
the tank-cars for carrying crude oil to the re- 
fineries, and soon placed themselves in a po- 
sition to dictate to the railroads. This Com- 
pany have become practically the only oil- 
buyer in the world. They have secured this 
monopoly by crushing out all opposition which 
they could not absorb at their own terms, 
and they have accomplished the latter by 
underselling to any extent that might be 
necessary. The oil-producers have finally 
determined that this vast power could only 
have been attained with the aid of rebates 
from the railroads, and have recently re- 
solved to make another effort to break down 
the monopoly which is ruining them. A few 
weeks ago they secured from Gov. Han- 
TRANFT an order for an official investigation 
into the alleged abuses, and WILLAAx Mo- 
Canpiess, Secretary of Internal Affairs for 
Pennsylvania, went personally at the work. 
He reported that there was not sufficient 
basis for the charges made by the producers. 
When this news reached the oil regions, Mo- 
Canes was burned in effigy in several 
places, bribery was freely charged, and 
there came near being an outbreak, 
which would have been as much 
of a disaster as the railroad rioting 
of 1877. The Pennsylvania Railroad is sus- 
pected of being concerned in the monopoly ; 
an application has been made in the courts 
for an injunction against the rebate which it 
is believed that railroad has beén allowing 
the Standard Company ; and it is said insome 
quarters that this trouble was the immediate 
occasion of Col. Scorr's breckdown and his 
trip to Europe. An effort will also be made 
to annul the charter of the ‘‘ United Pipe 
Line,” and, as the oil-producers are fighting, 
for existence, what appears to be a very mon- 
ster of monopoly, it may be expected that 
the struggle will be long and fierce.

A DOUBLE OR SINGLE STANDARD. 

The Chicago Staats-Zeitung is anxious to 
get into the silver discussion, and desirous 
of ranging itself on the side of the Eastern 
money-lenders who are seeking to enforce 
an exclusive gold standard in violation of 
law. To this end it maintains that a single 
standard alone is possible, and thinks that 
Tax Tam has admitted as much. The 
Staats.Zei tung is of opinion that Taz Trinune 
has let the cat out of the bag” by saying 
that, if one metal or the other must be 
treated as bullion, then silver should be the 
standard and gold should be quoted, paid, 
and received at a rate corresponding to its 
value for the time being. ‘Tbereupon the 
Staats- Zeitung concludes that Tun Trung 
no longer attempts to make the impossible 
possible,—i. e., to enforce a permanent 
ratio of 16 to 1 in the value of gold and 
silver,” but contends for the abandonment 
of the gold standard and adoption 
of the silver standard. This, the Staats- 
Zeitung proceeds to say, is the actual con- 
dition of things in Austria, where the silver 
guiden and the paper gulden are at par, but 


the gold gulden worth 17 per cent premium. 


So far, there is only misrepresentation of 
Taz Trice, but the Staats- Zeitung follows 
the leadership of the Eastern gold-organs in 
adding a falsehood to misrepresentation when 
it says ‘* Toe Trrsune overlooks that, while 
the Austrian paper dollar was based on the 
silver standard from the beginning, our 
Ameri¢an paper is throughout founded upon 
the gold standard.” The editor of the 
Staats-Zeitung must know that this is not the 
fact; that the gold stan lard prevailed only 
during the brief period intervening between 
the surreptitious demonetization and the 
restoration of the silver dollar, and that the 
voice of the people exacted remonetiza- 
tion as soon as they were informed that the 
silver dollar had been dropped out of the 
American monetary system. 

But the Staate-Zeitung either misrepre- 
sents or misunderstands Tun Trreunr when 
it asserts that this journal has admitted the 
double standard to be an impossible thing. 
All it has said is that, if the alternative is 
forced of one metal or the other in a single 
standard, it will favor the silver in prefer- 
ence to the gold standard, as the safer and 
wiser course for the country and all 
its interests, all things considered. It 
is not necessary now to repeat the manifold 
reasons for that choice. But, in the mean- 
time, Tun Tripune still contends that the 
double standard is practicable and more de- 
sirable than any single standard; and by that 
double standard it understands the option of 
the people to pay in either metal, and 
holds that such option acts as a check 
and corrective upon the artificial contraction 
of the currency. Before Tun Trisune. can 
consent to discuss the practicability of this 
double standard with the Staats-Zeitung, it 
will require the latter to explain two points 
which are persistently avoided by those who 
contend that the double standard is not pos- 
sible: (1) How is it, then, that France can 
maintain about $500,009,000 of silver at par 
with gold ata ratio of 15} to 1, and keep at 
least $300,000,000 of that amount in active 
circulation side by side with gold? (2) As 
the disuse of silver as money in Germany to 
the amount of $300,000,000 was the chief 
reason for the decline in the value of silver 
bullion as compared with gold, is it not rea 
sonable to suppose that a new use of silver 
as money in this country to the same 
amount will substantially restore the former 
proportion of values?

Among ot her expensive luxuries enjoyed 
by the taxpayers of New York City is a 
$3,000,000 police force. The payment of 
this sum annually ought to secure what New 
York has long claimed, the finest police 
force in the world,” But the grave rebber- 
ies, bank burglaries, murderous assaults, and 
other crimes of violence which have occurred 
recently and have gone unpunished, have 
brought this phrase into contempt. The 
people have waked up to the fact that they 
are paying a fancy price for a very indiffer- 
ent article; and, as they are evidently con- 
vinced that they can secure no improvement 
in the efficiency of the police, they have de- 
termined to reduce the cost. Besides a long 
roll of high salaries for Commissioners, 
clerks, etc., the salaries paid are $7,500 for 
Superintendent, $2,250 each for Police 
Surgeons, $2,000 each for the Captains, 
81,00 each for the Sergeants, and $1,200 
were fixed by a law of 1966, a time when

said that no subsequent legislation has 
vitiated this provision. This law is now 
cited and may be the méans for securing a 
reduction of 20 per cent, or about $600,000 a 
year, in the maintenance of the police foros. 
The currency of the United States will be 
absolutely at a par value with gold in New 
York by the Ist of January next, for there is 
a State law establishing the specie basis at 
the same date fixed by the Resumption act 
of the General Government. In the present 
temper of the New York people it will be 
advisable for the municipal authorities to 
avail themselves of the provision cited.

A Detroit man has backed him to the amount 
of $30,000, add he claims to be able to show the 
public in a short time the best lightin the 
world for about one-fifth the costof gas. The 
inventor said the other day to a reporter: 

I am satisfied that I have overcome all the diffi- 
cul.ies that have prevented the light from being 
utilized. Although I do not desire at present to 
expose my whole plan I will say tais; I have pro- 
duced a dyname- electric machine. simple in its 
construction, cheap, and withont conm:plication, 
and with it I can licht every street and residence in 
Detroit. I think it will require ten or 
twelve centre points to illuminate this whole city, 
but every lamp will be so arranged that 10 the 
simple turning of a button a faint glow ora brilliant 
blaze may be produced at will.

It is understood that considerable trouble is 
expcricneed in the re-establisnment of the regu- 
lar passenger rates from Cincinnati and Indi- 
anapolis on account of the large number of low- 
priced tickets in the hands of scaipers and out- 
side parties.

Dr. Tarpin Answers. 
To the Nader of The Trivune. 

Curcaco, Nov. 22.— Tux Tun asserts that 
Dr. Turpin assigns as a reason why he selle lands 
for books is that he conld not otherwise dispose of 
the lands so easily. How is this? If men have 
money to buy books, would not the same money 
buy the lands? The books were selling at 75 
cents and upward before Dr. Turpin got through 
his order fixing their value at 45 cents. Poor peo- 
ple do not want lands, but cash; and they can 
now only get cash by selling their books at 35 to 
40 cents. Does not Judge Otis stand before the 
Chicago people as an abler financier than Dr. Tur- 
pin? He has not favored the book speculation at 
all. Judge Otis has sold his bank building. 
and no one has compisined, and he sold 
u for money, and not books. Nine-tenths 
of the depositors would vote to sell the building 
exactly as Judge Otis gold his; and, if Dr. Turpim 
does not believe this. let him call a meeting of the 
depositors. Whose interests was Dr. Turpin ap- 
pointed to protect? That of the needy depositors, 
or of the rine who want the sale of the bank post- 
poned until they have starved them into the neces- 
| of selling their books? 

un minder says, if the depositors will cell 
upon Dr. Turpin, he will explain more fully. 
Now, there has been explanation enough. The 
depositors want f and raiment, and not ex- 
plapation, Ile has had bis place over a year, and 
what has he done but get through the court an 
order knocking down the price of the books toa 
mere nominal sum? W hat suits has he brought? What 
mortgages foreclosed? What payments obtained? 
When does he expect the times will be better? 
Will the property appreciate enough to compen- 
sate for the expenses of running tae establishment 
as pe now does, to say nothing of the suffering 
of the hungry aud naked depositors which he 
does not seem to take into account? 

Why does not Dr. Turpin sel) the premises now 
occupied by John C. Haines’ Is he waiting for 
some one to buy up books to purchase them with? 
He has yet made no reportofthe rent received 
from Mr. Haines. Can the poor depositors have a 
chance to lodge in the Haines house this winter? 

THe Tereuxe says Dr. Turpin is willing to show 
the assets of the bank. A Tame reporter is 
just the man to ask to see the assets. Let him ask 
for tbe names of alltne debtorsto the bank, the 
amount due from each man, and the nature of the 
security. He will not get the information, nor can 

ny depositor.

In reality, only 22 and 23 cents were being paid, 
until. by the order of Court, the Receiver was au- 
thorized to trade real estate for books at 45 cents. 
Immediately after thi¢ order the market price of 
the books rose to 30 and 35 cents. Besides, most 
of the buyers were man who had deen depositors, 
the brokers ‘generally holding on to the books for 

dividends. 
1 The records of the courte showed that the Re- 
ceiver had foreclosed a great many mortgages, and 
had obtained possession of other pieces of property 
without the expense af foreclosure. 

3. Tue property of John C. Haines alluded to in 
the letter did not belong to the bank and could not 
be disposed of by the Receiver. It had beeu mort- 
gaged to the bank before the failure to secur ea 
note for $101, 000 having three years to run. The 
time had not expired, and therefore the mortgage 
could not be foreclosed. 

4. The Receiver was perfectly willing to answer 
all questions pat to him by depositors. A state- 
ment of the asscts was published regularly every 


month. 

5. The list of the debtors of the State — In- 
stitution had never n given to the press by Judge 
Otis, but was obtained in the first rush after the 
failure when everybody was looking into the 
books. Im the case of the Fidelity, however, 
there was at difference. Many of the debtors 
nad paid in t, some wholly, abd otbers were 

ing to settle up. The Receiver, therefore. did 
not think it wise at present to paolieh their names. 
In time, however, ne to publish a full 
list of delinquent debiors, aud the dissatisfied de- 

ture will then thank him for his present for-

Thursday and Friday a dozen Chicago merchants 
were in ecatacies of deitight, and champagne and

The leadiag produce markets were rather 
irregular yesterday, but generally firm after an 
easier opening. The principal interest centerd 
in wheat, as usual. It was generaliy understood 
that the New York deal, so called, isa widely 
different thing from what it has been stated to be. 
The dispatches from New York were believed to 
have been expected to cause on artificia! strength, 
under which prominent longs could sell out. It 
was stated by the knowing ones that partics at the 
East as well as in Chicago had taken hoid of 
wheat, intending to carry it through, but were 
frightened at the pefsietency with which the 
receipts continue large, and concluded to 
sell. A couple of Chicago operators were 
among the longs, but sold out 
Thursday, their action being the leading 
cause of the weakness that day. The market 
started downward yesterday morning, because it 
was thought that the longs were still on the 
sell.“ but changed to strength, in harmony with 
more firmness abroad. Some of our No. 2 was 
taken for shipment, and there were more buying 
orders here both for spot and futures, while a bet- 
ter demand was reported from Europe. A better 
shipping movement was aleo reported from Mil- 
waukee. Hence there was more disposition here 
te regard the recent reaction as a healthy one in 
spite of the dullness reported in New York. The 
Toledo Produce Lxcnange Circular attempts to 
ridicuie the report about a wheat corner in the fol- 
lowing vein:

In dry- goods circles no new points were develop- 
ed. For the season there is a fair movement, and 
jobbers express satisfaction with the position of 
the market. Groceries were ordered with libe rali- 
ty, trade being more than ordinarily good for the 
time of year. No price-changes were noted. Su- 
gars, however, were weak, and some grades were 
selling an hc under previous quotations. Coffees 
were easy, but without quotable chance. 
There was a good demand for imported dried 
fruits, but prices generally were easy. Domestics 
remain under negiect, and vaiues are unsettled. 
The demand for fish was light. Whitefish, being 
in scanty enpply, are very firm. In the butter and 
cheese markets there were no changes, both re- 
maining quiet and weak. Leather was firm, Bag- 
ging was quoted quiet and steady. Oils were un- 
changed. There was only a restricted demand for 
coal and wood. 

Lumber was steady and in fair request. The 
dock offerings were larger, and sales were readily 
effected at the current prices. At the yards trade 
continues good. The hop and wool markets were 
quiet and otherwise unchanged. Broom-corn con- 
tinues in fair Eastern demand and steady. Seeds 
were firm under a good shipping de- 
mand. Hides were selling at the recent decline. 
Potatoes were salable to the local trade, and a few 
shippers are still in market. Green fruits were 
slow and easy under big supplies, and the receipts 
keep well dp to the recent volume. Poultry and 
game were dull and weak. The market was over- 
stocked, and the mild weather injurious, especial - 
ly to dead stock. The receivts of hay were light, 
and timothy advanced under a better inquiry. 

Lake freights were more active and firmer, at 4% 
@5c for wheat to Buffalo. Room was taken for 
310,000 bu wheat, 25,000 bu corn, and 27,000 bu 
oats. 

Through rates by lake and rail were quiet at 
13%c corn and 1444c wheat to New York. and 
180 corn to Boston. 

Rail freights were unchanged. Grain was quoted 
at 30c per 100 Ibs to New York, and fourth class 
at 35c, which includes meats.

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 22.—Gen. Meyer 
and Deputy United States Marshal Odell re- 
tarned to Cleveland to-day from a rath- 
er adventurous raid across the lake, where 
they had several contests of greater or less 
magnitude with the festive Kanucks.

MEXICO. 

THE HON. JOSH MARIA MARTINEZ T NEGRETE, 
a member of the Mexican Congress, was in the city 
yesterday on his way home from Paris. He was 
interviewed regarding the letter of United States 
Minister Foster, published in yesterday's Tamoxx. 
and expressed his dissent from most of the con- 
eluslous contained therein. Minister Foster's pict- 
ure, be said, was far from being a trutoful one. and 
was unwarranted by the facts. Some statements 
were grossly exaggerated, others incorrect, and in 
others the exception had been given as the rule. 
The want of communication referred to by Mr. 
Foster was answered by the statement that every 
means was being resorted to to increase the facili- 
ties for communication by liberal mail contracts 
with America. The proper means of communica- 
tion would be ‘by a railroad through the interior of 
both countries, and this the Mexican Government 
was. willing and anxious to accomplish. As for 
the tariff question, it was a delicate one. Mexico 
had, 28 @ 3 thing, adopted the free-trade 
system. If apparently excess ve duties were ex- 
acted on some few articles, that would not operate 
against any inotvidual or cular nationality, as 
there was no discriminating duty in his country, 
and the consumer paid t duty in the end. 
The consumers, moreover, amounted to 4, 000, - 
000, and not to 1. 000, 000, as stated oy the 
American Minister Murders and robberies occurred 
in Mexico, bat they were common in all countries, 
even in the great cities of the United States. As to 
the want of capital in Mexico, there was as much 
wealth there in proportion to its popaiation as in 
this country, and as much willingness to employ 
it in pubdlic improvements, if assured that it wouid 
not be absorbed by adventurers. As for the in- 
terior Custom-Houses, they would be abolished. 
As for robbery and bribery, such things were not 
exceptional in America. Mr. Foster's statement 
as to the backwardness in agriculturai matters 
was incorrect. He himeelf (Mr. Negrete) had on 
his farm all the modern appliances for agriculture 
from this country and from Europe, and many 
more would use mem if they were generally intro- 
duced and sold at moderate prices. The customs 
duties were not pledged in advance, as stated by 
Mr. Foster, but the entire revenue of the country 
was tree and subject to the order of the Govern- 


ment.

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MACLEOD OF DARE. 

Mr. Black's new novel, “ Macleod of Dare,” 
is not simply the best thing he has ever written ; 
if it were that only it would have importance 
fora large circle of readers; but it is also, if we 
mistake not, the best novel produced by any 
English writer since - Daniel Deronda.” It is 
difficult to determine precisely in what the 
charm of the new book consists. Its scenery 
and types of character are familiar. The story 
proceeds through at least three-quarters of the 
volume ia quite a conventional way. The action 
is at times even sluggish. Perhaps the first 
notable feature is the author’s strong pre- 
Raphaelitism. His men aud women act and 
talk as we feel sure men and women of cer- 
tain common temperaments would act and talk 
under similar circumstances, This method re- 
ceives a shock amounting almost to disaster at 
the end of the volume; but, when it is all over, 
the violence done one’s feelings is not so great 
as might have been supposed. We are obliged 
to say of Macleod’s action at the end, “This is 
madness“; but, because the action is no | r 
rational, we do not hold it down to tne 
laws of reason. ‘Another secret of 
Mr. Black's success is the contrast of 
two civilizations and social codes which he at- 
fords. For his heroine he has selected a@avor- 
ite London actress; for his hero, a Highland 
chieftain, accustomed to the forms of polite soci- 
ety, itis true, but comparatively unschooled in 
his feelings: The one is unstable, fickle, friv- 
olous, and vain; the other sincere, dignified, 
plain, outspoken, and earnest. Each character 
is incomprehensible to the other. If he knew 
her he would not luve her; if she knew him, she 
would not trifle with him. What can be more 
suggestive than such a comparison! It is the 
idea of Walter Scott more fully expressed than 
he cared to express it. There the rush, the 
conflict, the collision of the two races. separated 
by centuries inexperience, yet united by cir- 
cumstances in time and place. Theshame which 
primitive purity puts modern deceit to: the wrong 
which dainty English civilization suffers at the 
hands of savage (Gaelic justice; the destruction 
of both natures by the native strength of each, 
—all these are told and imagined in such a 
scene. Science herself might find in 
this story a tribute to her influence; 
for what but the variation of species has 

t poor Macleod of Dare and Gertrude 
White to grief? If the writer of fiction aud 
not the physiologist is to be the guide in such 
matters, like unto like,’’ not dark unto white, 
is the right rule of matrimonial alliances. 

Macleod falls in love with Gertrude White, 
not because she is an actress, but in spite of it. 
He sees her first at the house of a common 
acquaintance, and she wakes her first impres- 
sion on him when he is totally unaware that 
she is an actress. When he sees ber play he 
tries to draw back. He has read Pendennis. 
It is impossible that he should fall in love with 
an actress. He hates the stage. He never 
goes to see ber play. But he visits her at her 
house. He takes luncheon with her. 
Io short, be falls in love with 
her as profoundly as may be. 
She is a romantic, susceptible _ girl, 
flattered, of course, by the love of such a man, 
tor Macleod is a Baronet, though a poor one, 
and the possessor of a proud and ancient 
lineage. After a scvere struggle Gertrude 
White accepts him. She agrees w leave the 
stage. He returns to his home in the High- 
lands, and they correspond. Gradually a 
coldness springs up. She is reluctant to sur- 
render the stage and all the position, admira- 
tion, and excitement which it gives her. She 
loves her art, if not for its own sake, because it 
is fashionable. She is frightened, moreover, at 
the prospect of going to live in 4 dreary old 
castle in the Highlands, beaten by the sea, and 
cut off from communication with, the world. 
These fears are intensified on her paying Goi to 
Macleod’s family, when she finds the sithation 
much worse than she had supposed. All the 
while her love of art increases as her desire for 
matrimony diminishes. it must be said, too, 
that Mr. Black does not treat ber quite fairly at 
this point. He seems to fear that her deser- 
tion of Macleod for the sake of art 
would place ber in too amiable a light. 
might be pardoned for hating the bagpipes and 
for not tiking to live in the gloomy Higbiands, 
or for being devoted to her art, or for suspect- 
ing Macleod’s gloomy disposition. So the au- 
thor gives her other and more sinister motives 
for bresking her engagement. He makes her 
fall in love with a professor of decorative art. 
We wish Mr. Black had spared this touch. 

Mr. Blazk does not disdain having a brush 
with the critics, and a fair one it is, too, no 
doubt. He makes bis actress-kervine in writing 
to her lover describe some of the bumiliations 
she has had to suffer from ignorant and bump- 
tious criticism. It seems that in Engiand the 
usual way in provin¢ial towns is to Yet the 
young literary aspirant who has just joined the 
office, or the clever compositor who has been 
promoted to the sub-editor’s room, try his hand 
first of all at reviewing books, and then turn 
him on to dramatic and musicai criticism.’’ The 
practice is the same in too many instances in 
America. Mr. Black speaks with the deep feel- 
ing of aman who has suffered, and also with 
that of ove who knows, having been a journalist 
himself. There are many other touches of hu- 
mor and satire scattered through this volume. 
But these must be left for the enjoyment of 
the individual reader, to whom, meanwhile, this 
book is most heartily commended. The en- 
gravings have been made from sketches spe- 
cially furnished by a number of Mr. Black's 
artist friends.—J. Pettie, I. Graham, G.

FRENCH REVOLUTIONARY EPOCH. 

Henri Van Laun, who will be remembered as 
the translator of Taine’s English Literature and 
the author of a History of French Literature, 
has now put forth 4 History of France from 
the Beginning of the First French Revolution to 
the End of the Secoad Empire.“ The whole 
undertaking is included in two volumes under 
the title of “The Freuen Revolutionary 
Epoch.“ The largest share of space is 
given to the first French Revolution, 
the account of which occupies three-quarters of 
the first volume. The history of the Navoleonic 
wars takes up the remaining quarter of the first 
volume and half the second volume; so that 
only half a volume, or something more than 
200 pages, is left for the reigns of Louis XVIII., 
Charles X., and Louis Phillipe, the Republic of 
1848, the coup d’etat of 1852, and the wars of 
1859 and 1870. Tere is a striking want of pro- 
portion in this arrangement. e could well 
afford to have less ofthe first Revolution, which 
has been exhaustively treated by masters in ail 
the Eurovean languages, and more about the 
recent events which are still too new and aston- 
ishing to be fully understood. If the attempf 
to cover the whole period in question were 
worth making, it wonld seem that the treat- 
ment of it should be even and complete througb- 
out, instead of swelling almost to diffuse- 
ness when the authorities are most abundant, 
and contracting to the limits of a dry and cou- 
densed chronicle of events where there is less 
need of compression, For iustance, thirty-five 
pages are given to the Battle of Waterloo alone, 
and less than that space to the whole war be- 
tween France and Germany in 1870. The coups 
d@etat of 1830, 1848, and 1852, are dismissed im 
less space than an episode of the French Revo- 
lation, the whole stary of which is wid by Car- 
lyle and again by Taine in two volumes. 

Mr. Von Laun does not make any great pre- 
tensions to originality in this history. He says 
quite frankly in the preface: The work is 
chiefly based upon the fourth, fifth, and sixth 
volumes of the Histoites des Francais by MM. 
Lavalee and Lock, though mv introduc- 
tory chapter and the second part 
of the first chapter are mainly sum- 
marized from M. Taine’s admirable book on the 
Ancien tegime. I have also been much indebted 
to the works of Carlyle, de Goncourt. Michelet, 
Quinet, and other authors. who have all treated 
of the period which I endeavor to describe.” It 
will be seen, without going further, why Mr. 
Von Laun was tempted to treat his subject in 
an expausive way in the first volume, and why 
he was compelled to exercise the most rigorous 
compression in the second. 

Ole of the opinions that will probably be sur- 
prising to most readers is taken from an article 
of M. Quinet in the Hevue des Deux Mondes. The 
oplnion is there advanced and tolerably well- 
fortified, that Napoleon would have been beaten 
at Waterloo if Blucher had not come up. The 
French found it impossible to achieve what they 
had so gallantly attempted, whilst the tenacity of 
the English enabled them to remain giued to 
the od when the enemy had disappeared. 
There can be little doubt that the battle of 
Watefloo, as a battle between French and En- 
glish alone, was Jost and won upon the hights 
of Mont Saint-Jean, thouinh its success was ren- 
dered complete by the arrival of the Prussians.” 
Whether we shal! subscribe to this opinion or 
not is upimportant. Much respectable autbori- 

is to be found for the o ite view. But it 

at least true that Mr. von Laun has brought 
weight of authority tothe discussion. 
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Jansen, McClurg & Co. have added to their 
interesting series of Tales from Foreign Tongues 
astory of French love. There is some appro- 
priateness in this selection. ‘ Memories,“ it 
will be remembered, was a story of German 


love, “ Graziella” a story of Italian love, and 


„Marie “ a story of Russian love. Madeline is 
worthy, for its intrinsie merit, to rank with the 
other numbers of the eeries. The author is 
Jules Sandeau. The work has been crowned 
by the French Academy, and it is remarka- 
ble for its purity of thought and dictioy, 
for the idyllic tenderness which pervades it, and 
for the simple pathos of its narrative. The 
modern French writers of fiction seem to be 
pointing now unmistakably towards a revival of 
decency; and, if this is 80, the example of San- 
deau is largely the cause of it. H has shown 
that it is possible not only to writ a pure novel 
in French, but to write one which sbail have a 
high moral aim, and hot be laughed at. 

he sources from which Sandcau has drawn 
much of his inepiration would not be difficult to 
point out. One of his characters in the midst 
of his wretchedness reads The Vicar of Wake- 
field”; and we seem at once to know where 
Sandeau learned to admire simplicity of stvle 
and story. The bero is at times perilously pear 
being a second Werther, with much of that in- 
sensate fondness for pistoling and killing one- 
self which Goethe introduced and made fash- 
lovable. There is, again, in the situation of 
the heroine and her devoted attachment 
for her cousin, the heir of the 
house, which leads her to follow 
and save him, something that reminds one 
irresistibly of an older and more famous story 
told by many writers, but by pone more power- 
fully than by William Snakspeare in ‘‘ All’s 
Well that Ends Well.“ We are not saying, 
however, that Sandeau has gone consciously to 
tnese sources, or to anv other save his own 
imagination, for his material. He has drawn 
only at the most upon the world’s stock; and 
if he has not worked over perfectly what he has 
taken, be has at least united the parte with 
marvelous skill. 

The author attempts to maintain generally 
that work is the one means of salvation from 
idleness and dissipation. His hero, Maurice, has 
gone wrong chiefly through idleness, has wasted 
his patrimony like a prodigal, and has not the 
stomach for husks. He resolves to kill himself. 
To bim in the midst of bis preparatious for 
death arrives his cousin, a young gir! who loves 
bim devotedly. She had come into possession 
of his ancestral estates when he squandered 
them and they were sold under mortgage. 
She represents to him that they have been lost 
through a lawsuit, and throws himself upon his 
generosity. She must live. He must support 
and protect ber. He to postpone his in- 
tentions. Gradually he is brought to labor. 
That slowly. interests, strengthens, and saves 
him. His salvation is worked out witb fear and 
trembiing and many relapses. M. Sandeau, in- 
deed, was too much the master of his art to let 
it fall into the ridiculous through a hasty re- 
pentance and complete reformation. None the 
leas does he tenderly establish and insist upon 
his apotheosis of labor; and the result proves 
itself well worthy ot the effort. We eau almost 
see in this, as the author confesses, a slow 
growth of those ideas which Rousseau made 
popular a century ago, when King Louis XVI. 
was a locksmith, and all the grand ladies of the 
Court nursed their own babies,—when ‘* One sex 
played at work, the other at maternity.” 

Sandeau’s epigrams are not the least lively 
and cheerful taings in the It oe 
eurred to the chevalier that he could teach 
French, but the thought that he must first 
learn another language upset this beautiful 
idea.“ “In general, if you wish tothrow despair 
and consternation into the haunts of men who 
have seen you born apa grow up, arrive with 
your head high and bya straight path at suc- 
cess, honors, and fortune. If, on the contrary, 
it pleases you to diffuse there a sweet joy, run 
into ali possible errors, that your virtuous fei- 
low-citizens may Weep over your ruin. For 
when our fellow-citizens weep over us it is to 
hide their laughter. The cynic believes that 
he has still virtually within himself the seoti- 
ments of which be professes to be divested.”’ 
Ihe young man is to@e pitied who knuws not 
how to respect his grief. Strauge remedies for 
the wounds of a soul, to wash them 
in the gutter,” „Maurice seemed 
not so much to blame himself as 
to imagine he was the poetic victim of the 
realities of Ife.“ There are in the volume some 
longer passages which are near the border-line, 
so difficult to perceive, between pathos and fine 
writing. The translation by Fravcie Chariot ie, 
so far as we have been able to perceive, excel- 
lent; the English of the book, at any rate, is 
sound. (“ Madeline: A Story of French Love.“ 
Translated from the French of Jules Sandeau, 
by Francis Charlot. Small 4-to. 245 pages, red 
line, tinted paper, full gilt.

ORATORS AND ORATORY. 

The sale of Prof. William Mathews’ books, 
we are glad to learn, cout iuues very large. His 
“Setting On In the World“ is tbe first im- 

t success of any Western publisher; and 
his Great Converters. Words: Their Use 
and Abuse, Hours with Men and Books,” 
and Monday Chats have enjoyed a consid- 
erable degree of public favor. To this series he 
has now added a book entitled Orators and 
Oratory.”’ The method pursued by him in this 
is the same as in his previous efforts. He 
seems first. to have made a rough draft 
of his scheme, and then to have drawn on 
his memory aud bis richly-stored commonplace 
books for material to fill up with. This is book- 
making of the most flagrant description, it must 
be admitted: but, unless bookmaking is a mis- 
demeavor, we should say that this task had been 
excellently done. It would be difficult to find 
in the whole range of literature a book which 
contains an equal amount of information about 
orators and oratory, which is so filled with anec- 
dotes of famous orators, or which illustrates the 
subject so admirably, both by precept and ex- 
ample. It owes much to the Index Rerum, to 
be sure; but the Index Rerum has seldom 
opened itself for a definite purpose more freely 
or to better advantage. 

Mr. Mathews has divided his subject into 
chapters, under such headings as fhe Power 
and Influence of the Orator,”’ “ Is Oratory a 
Lost Art?” ‘Qualifications of the Orator,” 
“The Tests of Eloquence,” Political Ora- 
tors, Forensic Orators,” and Pulpit Ora- 
tors.“ He argues generally that oratory is still 
an art worthy of cultivation, but admits that it 
has lost the characteristics which made it what 
it was before the invention of printing and the 
diffusion of knowledge through the newspapers.

It has stripped off its gaudy 
ornaments, and stands confessed as a plain aud 
serviceable means of communication between 
the minds of men. It dare not appeal to the 

sassions or draw its motives so exclusively as 
f used to do from the emotions. It must 
soon, if it has not already, accept for itself the 
definition of debate in the House of Commons 
as given by Mackintosh.— An animated con- 
versation on public business. This is Prof. 
Mathews’ view of the present functions of 
oratory, if we may judge from his essays on 
“Oratory as a Lost Art” and Tue Tests of 
Eloquence’’; but we find him noticing further 
on the failure in the House of the Mackiatush 
whose opinion be has quoted with approval, and 
at the very end of bis book he puts A Plea 
for Oratorical Culture,“ which presupposes 
some further use for it than the 
carrying on of “animated conversations 
on business.“ There seems to be, in the early 
part of this book, some want of thorough diges- 
tion of the subject.

r. Lang had some practical experience of 
agriculture in Cyprus. le leased 1,000 acres, 
and cultivated part of it for ten years. lu spite 
of two years of severe \ drought, and 
several visits from loeusts, he cleared 8 per 
cent on his investment, and a profit of 
$4,500. If he had been able to farm three 
times as much land as he did, which he advises 
as the best plan, and to give his su- 
pervision to the work, dispensing with salaries 
of aclerk and steward, he would have clearea 
many times this amount. The locusts are now 
practicail —— 1 Shen to the efforts 
of a late Governor, and irrigation works are 
generally introduced, as they easily may be, 
there seems no reason to apprehend bad years 
for the future. Mr. Lang suffered from the in- 
capacity of native workmen to use improved 
agricultural implements. He was obliged to 
return to the primitive ways of the Cypriotes. 
In threshing, small stones are mixed with the 
grain, so that English millers will not have it 
at any price. A remedy for this cannot be 
found in the use of improved threshing- 
machines, because they leave the straw in such 
a condition that the cattle, strange to say, wiil 
not touch it, and straw is indispensable 
for fodder in Cyprus. Mr. Lang had 
nearly perfected a machine for separat- 
ing and cutting straw, and he thinks 
this task is easily possible of achievement. 
With regard to the climate, Mr. Lang, who, it 
will already have been perceived, is a prejudiced 
witness, speaks inthe most reassuring terms. 
it is true that an Englishman cannot go there 
without considerable risk duriny the summer 
months oi caching fever and agu. But to 
what country,“ asks Mr. Lang irreverently, 
„with the thermometer generally 90 degrees in 
the shade, can Englishmen with their national 
love of heavy eating and alcoholic liquors be 
sent without 8 a considerable risk of 
sickness of some ki It is a fact that 
I lived at Larnaca, and went about the isiand 
summer and winter during nine years, and never 
enjoyed beter health anywhere. My sister 
spent four years there with a similar 
experience. The Consular changes which 
1 witnessed during my residence there 
were of three French Consuls, three 
italian Consuls, three British Vice-Consuls, two 
American Consuls; sud the only casualties 
among them were the death of a French Con- 
sul from cholera, and of an Italian Consul, 
wher absent from tbe island.“ The book is

JOHNSON AND JOHNSON’S LIVES. 

Messrs. Henry Holt & Co. publish two inter- 
esting volumes, — Boswell’s Life of Johnson, 
including the Tour to the Hebrides,” and 
‘““Jobnson’s Lives of the Poets,” edited by 
Matthew Arnold, with essays by Macaulay and 
Carlyle. The Boswellis taken from the orig- 
inal text, which has only been changed by the 
omission of a few passages of obsolete interest. 
This is as it should be. We want our Boswell 
now. if ug have him at all, pure and simple. 
No editor’s notes are required. No imperti- 
nent intrusions can be permitted. Save Croker, 
who has now a melancholy and historic interest 
for the flaying be got from Macaulay, there is 
not an edition of Boswell in existence worth 
preserving. But it seems strange, for all that, 
to see Boswell in new type and binding. 
Many will him as he lives on the 
shelves of old and respectabie libraries where a 
new edition of Boswell would be regarded as 
something of a sacrilege. Perhaps most young 
men have formed his acquaintance first in the 
college libraries, where Boswell is annotated by 
the pencils of generations of students, and not 
the least instractive and amnsing part of some 
of the pages is te be found on the margio. It 
would, however, bea sad mark of the discrimi- 
nation of this age aif there were enough old 
copies of Boswell to supply the demand. For- 


tunately this isngt'so; fortunately , also, Messrs. 
Henry Holt & Co. have undertaken a new edi- 
tion, aud have put it forth in substantial bind- 
ing and clear type, so that it mav in time sur- 
vive the wear and tear of many readers, and 
itself attain a position of respectability and age 
in the libraries of tthe future. 

„ The Chief Lives of the Poets.“ which is 
uniform in price and binding with the Boswell, 
owes its existence to the suggestion of Matthew 
Araold, who, in the course of a magazine 
article, bad said that an edition of the principal 
lives of the poets by Johnson would prove prof- 
table both to the publishers and the public. 
This idea was seized upon ky an English pub- 
lisher, and Matthew Arnold himself was em- 
ployed to give it shape. 
prepared this volume, prefixive to it an intro- 
ductory essay, in which bis meaning is further 
explained.

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THROUGH BIBLE LANDS. 

An interesting book ot travels is Dr. Schaff’s 
“Through Bible Lands,” published by the 
American Tract’ Society. There is no man in 
America more fitted to travel turough the Holy 
Land and write about it than Dr. Schaff. Emi- 
nent alike for his learning and bis piety, for bis 
profound knowledge of the Bible and Bible- 
history, he can scarcely look upon any 
of the places made familiar to his im- 
agination through his studies without re- 
flections that should be valuable to the 
pubne as well as to himself. The immediate 
occasion of this journey was the death H a be- 
loved daughter. Dr. Schaif left New York with 
his wife aud his remaining daughter in Decein- 
ber, 1876, reaching New York again in 1877. 
During his absence he wrote a number of famil- 
iar letters from the banks of the Nile and the 
tent in the wilderness and in Palestine.

„ RENNIE’S’’ LETTER. 

Hinspatx, III., Nov. 18.—A very pretty plant— 
one to be met with inalmost every collection, how- 
ever small—is the begonia. There are three dis- 
tinct species of this plant, the flowering, the orna- 
mental-leaf, and the bulbous or tuberous-rooted, 
and in each class several varieties. Of late a 
number of requests have been received for specific 
names of begonia, by leaves sent to me by my cor- 
respondents for that purpose. Sometimes I can do 
this simply. by the leaf; but, whenever possible, 
please send both leaf aud flower, and always a de- 
scription. I prize a plant myself more highiy 
when I can give the true botanical appellation. 

Begonias require a warmer tcmperature than 
geraniums or roses, and our living- rooms, which 
in winter are too warm for many plants, are none 
too warm for begonias. n average of 70 deg. is 
about right. They thrive best m soil composed of 
two parts good garden soil. one part weil-decayed 
manure, one part sand. In tting them, put in 
about two inches of charcoal for drainage, and fill 
up the pot to within half an inch of the top to al- 
Jon watering. Be sure the plant stands in the 
centre of the pot. There is no greater eyesore to 
me than to see a one-sided plant, 

Of the flowering varieties, the best with which 
Tam acquainted are: B. Welfloriensis, an excel- 
lent summer and winter bloomer of dwarf, dense 
habit, with crimson stems and leaf-stalks, bright 
green leaves. and pretty, waxy pink flowers. 
should be planted in shady positions in summer. 

B. Sanderson This is a tine variety tor bed- 
ding during summer; flowers scarlet. B. Glau- 
copheia, a drooping species, with orauge - colored 
flowers; fine for baskets. 

The ornamental-leaved class is cultivated for the 
beauty of the foliage, and are used only as pot- 
plants or in Wardian cases, being too tender 20 
bear our summer sun. ‘he leaves are large, va- 
riegated, and margined withasilvery and wetal- 
lie gloss. Care should be taken to keep the foliage 
free trom dust, as the leaves of these varieties 
will not bear being washed or showere), although 
they like an abundance of water at their roots. 
In thie section are the famous Aer Ba. which 
every flower-lover longs to possess, and some 
others of most beautiful markings. 

Within a few years a new section has come into 
deserved favor, called bulbous begonias, because 
they form tubers which can be taken up in the 
autuma and stored like those of dahlias or 
giadiolas, The bulbs co well if set in the open 
ground in May, but it is better to start in pots, 
indoors of course. 

Begonias are propagated from seeds (of which I 
can spare a few), cuttings, and leaves. I take a 
leaf of the Ker variety and cat it into six or seven 
pieces, lay each piece on damp sand, punch holes 
through the veins with a penknife, and thus they 
root. One is not always successful with this 
operation, neither on the first nor subsequent at- 
tempis; don't get discouraged, however, but try 
again. The leaves can be bought from almost any 
florist for a cent or two, and there is always great 
pleasure in being able to say: I raised that plant 
from a leaf. 

From a prominent seed firm I have received some 
very choice seeds, such as cyclamen, cineraria, 
calceoiaria, primrose, carnation, and others. more 
than I can make use of. Toany reader who wil) 
make me something suitable for my desk, especially 
a contrivance to file letters so that they can be 
readily foupd, I will give a fe® of each kind, and 
to all who desire seeds and have notuing else to 
send in exchange, will give six of, easily-grown 
kinds for one dime, to cover office expenses.

Do not lose patience even if sev- 
eral months should pass before you see signs of 
growth, for it will be almost sure to. send out new 
plants, and sometimes three or four from one leaf.

ARSENIC. 
ITS USB AS A BEAUTIPIER. 

Cuicaco, Nov. 12.—I fear the ladies who are 
anxious to try ‘* arsenic as a beautifier” know very 
little of the character of arsenical preparations, or 
of their effects upon the animal body. Or perhaps 
they are aware of the effects of ordinary prepara- 
tions, and yet imagine that a combination might 
exist which would be perfectly harmless under all 
circumstances, yet retaining specific beneficial 
properties. Let me say, then, that this, however 


desirable, is utterly impossible; and here is the 


explanation of the matter: Metallic arsenic is in- 
soluble without chemical change, and, so long as 
it remains in this form, is necessarily inert, —has 
absolutely no effect upon the anima! body, either 
good or ill. The change essential before arsenic 
can become an active agent is its chemical union 
with oxygen, This takes place in two proportions, 
forming arsenious and arsenic acids, these acids 
forming, with the alkalis and other metals, arsen- 
ical salts, called respectively arsenites and arsen- 
ates. The sulphides of arsenic, of wmeh there 
are several, are simply metallic arsenic in combi- 
natioa with aifferent proportions of sulphur. ‘This 
substance, then, when taken into the stomach can 
have no effect whatever, except so far as oxidiza- 
tion takes place within the body, forming arsenious 
acid, which, as every one knows, is au active poi- 
son in very small quantity. Again, arseniogs acid, 
or common commercial arsenic, is but sparingly 
soluble without further chemical change. Its free 
solution is effected by its union with the alkalis, 
thas producing free solutions of the arsenites, as 
in Fowler's solution of the arsenite of potash. 
Moreover, some of the alkalis have the power, 
when broughtin contact with metallic arsenic, of 
first oxidizing it into arsenious acid, aud then dis- 
solving it freely, thus almost instantaneously 
producing a double change in the arsenic: from 
its wholly inert state, to tha: of its highest 
intensity of action. The combined sulphur must 
also undergo oxidization within the body before it 
can affect the same in any way, and this change, 
we know from the sulphurous odor which its use 
occasions, is one that is very readily accomplished. 
For myself, I do not think that sulphur is capable 
of producing any Ul effects, as there is reason for 
believing that it was the formerly perfect 
purification of the sulphur from its natural arsen- 
ical combination which should have been held re- 
sponsivie for its traditional ill effects. But, to 
return to the arsenic side of the subject, the 
practical question is, whether it is more wise, when 
contemplating the use of arsenic or other metal 
whose oxides and salts are poisonous, to decide upon 
using the substance in its insoluble metallic form, 
depending for its action upon the uncertain extent to 
which oxidization within the body may take place, 
or, on the other hand, to use the enbetance, if at 
all, in the most potent form which it is capable of 
assoming under the action of imperative chemical 
forces in constant operation within the animal 
body. Ishoula say, emphaticaliy, that the latter 
wus the proper plan, —that to use Fowler's. solu- 
tion, for exampie, with tbo care that would be 
natural, knowing that one was using an active poi- 
son, would be really more safe than to be swallow- 
ing large and careless doses of metallic arsenic un- 
der the impression that it could by no combination 
of circumstances produce ill effects. True, the 
chemical chauges necessary to its activity may 
ordinarily be slow, but they are ceaseless, and the 
safety-valve of elimination sometimes fails; the 
arsenic may increase in the blood, or be stored up 
in tne liver, or other viscus, to act, in time, a6 a 
cumulative poison, or more rapidly upon the ac- 
cession of an exalted degrce of oxygenation or al- 
kalinity of the circuiatory fluid. 

The siow alterations in the fluids of the body, 
effected by the continued use of arsenic, even in 
small doses, are perhaps generally understood, and 
are, of course, the same in kiad, whatever the dif- 
ference in degree;.and this latter difference bears 
no relation to the formin which the arsenic is 
taken, except so far as it may influence the size or 
dose in active operation. The dazzling and crys- 
talline whiteness of the skin, as well as 
the softened and rounded outlines which it en- 
velopes, are brought about at the expense of the 
red corpuscles of the bloed, producing a watery 
condition of this fluid. These effects, though not 
generally termed poisonous, are certainly perni- 
cious, and are such as practitioners try avoid 
when using arsenic for its known specific éffeCts in 
certain forms of disease. 

I might as well add that the statement that a 
certain combination of arsenic with iron (sold ex- 
tensively as a beautifier) is free from the injurious 
effects of other arsenical preparations is unreiia- 
ble. If the arsenic is so combined as to form the 
insoluble arsenate of iron itis worthless as a beau- 
tifier, and if not thus combined, which is most 
probable, then it is equally obnoxious with any 
other arsenical combination.

WINTER-PLANTS. 

Moxnox, Mo., Nov. 15.—I am exceedingly glad 
to see how steadily and wey The Home continues 
to grow, and, though lik many other of the old 
friends, I nave been long silent im order to allow 
room for newer names to appear, my interest has 
never diminished, aud each week I watch the de- 
velopments, with earnest prayers for the success 
of the great philanthropic work which we have ua- 
dertaken. We have many valuable letters lu our 
department’ of Tus Trrsvxe, and hear from 
various editors that the enterprise 1s the wonder 
and envy of many other papers. And, indeed, so 
it may de! Among other topics, I am 
glad to see that floriculture is becoming 
more and more popular, for in no one department 
of the housebold scheme is there a larger amount 
of beauty, renement, and pleasure to be secured. 
The winter is upon us, and that house the win- 
dows of which are graced with verdure and blos- 
som is the nome wherein dwells a pure and exalted 
taste for the beautifai; and, though only one soul 
of a large family may be thus inclined, that one in- 
finence will exert a power for good. 

Having never been without a collection of plants, 
I can scarcely believe it possible that there is a 
person who does not admire, at least, these lovely 
treasures of the woodland or parterre. But I com- 
menced this letter with a view of telling those who 
are still tyros in the art of floriculture of a few 
plants certain to give the greatest amount of satis- 
faction during the winter, yet which may be ob- 
tained with the least expense and trouble. I win 
suppose you have two windows, a eanny and a 
shaded one; first, you wish to form a frame of 
vines around the casement; now, foran east win- 
dow, or, indeed, in a northern exposnre, I have 
often had a glorious show of morning-y!ories dur- 
ing the entire season. (I prefer those lovely 
ipomeas Of pale-blue, rich lilac, and cinnabar- red, 
with white stars in the tube, and band around the 
edges; but I have good satisfaction from the 
ola-fashioned varieties, which now come in 
‘every color of the rainbow.”) The little 
volunteers“ which come up in the beds, are 
just large enough to pot in the fall: but even now 
a few seeds planted in boxes or pots and forced 
with beat will begin to bloom in five weeks. 

Then there is the Madeira vine, a few tubers of 
which will garland a large window, and then con- 
tinge on around the ceiling. These two vines any 
one may secure. Thenin the centre of the win- 
dow-frame (evenif north) hang a basket with 
a well-rooted sweet-potato vine in it: for, of 
all rarely beautiful objects for this purpose. it is 
without @ rivai. Start it in a tincan of warm water, 
keeping as constantly warm as possible: drop a 
little charcoal in the water, and it will throw out 
thousands of white roots, that look beautifal in a 
gides globe. Now we may have a wide choice for 
companions for this charming trailer, in tne 
Tracescantias (Wandering Jew). moneywort 
(bridal wreath), maurandya vines, smilax, German 
ivy, Sar, raqe sarmentosa (strawberry geranlum). 
all of whico will grow in a shaded window: though 
maurandya and smilax will not bloom unless ex- 
posed to the sun a portion of the day. Fora sunny 
window the /pomea Morton and Convoivulus 
Mauriianicus are exquisitely lovely, as well as

ow for tae window-seat, brackets, and a shelf 
verhaps. Nothing here will give greater satusfac- 
tion n some well-started petunias, candytaft, 
sweet asiyesum, and mignonette taken from the 
garden beds; above aii, 
winter- flowers, 
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terests; but I respectend love them still. They 
may think me too radical, may not approve of my 
sentiments altogether, but they respect my opin- 
jons and give me the right hand of friendship.

Werdermann in the working of the invention, 
introduced that gentleman tothe company as- 
sembled, remarking that is must be a matter of 
satisfaction that England, and not America, had 
solved the great problem of the divisibilit 
of electric light. r. Werdermann then, wit 
the aid of diagrams, explained the principle 
which he had discovered in the course of bis ex- 
periments, and which enabled him, with one 
current, to light a numberof lamps, each of 
which should be entirely independent of the 
others. It was well known, he said, that when 
they burned an electric light of two carbons, 
one carbon burned out ina crater, while the 
other burned toa point: thus the one carbon 
was consumed twice as fast as the other. It 
occurred to him to find out what change would 
take place if he varied the section of the elec- 
trodes,—tbat was, if he made ouecarbon smaller 
and the other larger. He then discovered this 
curious fact, that when he had an electric arc 
of ove inch he could pot maintain that arc if he 
diminished the section of his positive carbon. 
He went on reducing the section or magnitude 
of his positive carbon, the electric are becom- 
ing lessenedin regular proportion, until the 
difference of section of the two electrodes was 
as one to sixty-four, aud then the electric are 
was so far reduced as that the two carbons 
were in contact. As the section of the positive 
carbon was diminished, the glowing portion of 
that carbon increased in length, while the heat im- 
parted to the negative carbon was reduced. in 
effect. when the sections of carbon had reached 
the relative proportions just stated, and were in 
contact. the electric are was infinitesimal! 
small, the negative electrode was not consum 


| while the positive electrode was incandescent. 


Light was therefore not only 1 by the 
efectric arc, but was also furnished by the. in- 
candescent carbon of the itive electrode. It 
then only required a simple mechanical ar- 
rangement to keep the positive pole, as it con- 
sumed, in regular contact with the negative 
pole, and the difficulty which had hitherto 
stood in the way of using a number of lights 
from one current was overcome. 

Having thus explamed the principle of his 
new light, Mr. Werdermann proceeded to call 
in evidence the light itself. The current was 
generated by means of a two-horse power 
Gramme’s plating machine, and was conducted 
along a cable serving to light two lamps, stated 
to have the illuminating power of about 360 
candles each. The light, which was perfectly 
steady, and in the room was soft and sunlike.

The divisibility 
of the electric light for luminating purposes is 
not new ut all. 
The first patent granted for it was granted in 
England in 1845, to Edward A. King, on e com- 
munication from him, though one J. W. Starr. 
a young genius, a native of Cincinnati, O., was 
the inventor. There was a caveat filed in the 
United States Patent Office by J. W. Starr in 
1845, worded almost exactly like King’s English 
patent, aud subsequently the case was com- 
pleted and examined and rejected. The claim 
of J. W. Starr for patent was in these words: 

I claim the suplication of continuons metallic 
and carbon conductors intensely heated by the 
pasysage of a current of electricity to the purposes 
of illumination. 1 do not claim the method of 
lighting wires by electricity, which 1s well known, 
as I have alreaay stated; but I claim the method of 
heating conductors so as to apply them to illamina- 
tion, the current being regulated so as to obtain 
the highest degree of heat without fusing the con- 
ductor. I claim the method of obtaining an inter- 
mitting light forthe use of light-houses, in the 
manner set forth, and for signals. I ciaim the 
mode of submarine lighting by inclosing the appa- 
ratus in a suitable glass vessel, hermetically seal- 
ed, and aiso the mode of lighting piaces containing 
combustible or expiosive compounds or materials,
